May Cut Down Job 


ployment crisis in the opinion of 
an economist for a Wall St. firm, 
says a dispatch from AFL News 
Service. 

Louis F. Licht, Jr., of the Calvin 
Bullock organization, in a recent 
analysis of the nation’s economic 
future, predicts pronounced sta- 
bility continuing into 1956. The 
eatch is, he says, that if his pre- 
diction is correct, unemployment 
will mount to 5,100,000 in 1955 and 
hit 7,200,000 in 1956. 

Licht’s analysis of the unemploy- 
ment forecast works out at 7.9 per- 
cent of the labor force for 1955 and 
10.9 percent for 1956. He points out 
that, in all the years since 1900, the 
only times unemployment has ex- 
ceeded 6 percent of the labor force 
in non-depression years were in 
1922 and 1941, which were years 
of recovery.

this manner, 

The Board of Trustees, which 
meets,regularly with the Manager, 
has followed a conservative but 
long range program to insure the 
soundness and stability of the 
Fund, at the same time realizing 
the prime purpose is to make ade- 
quate coverage available to the 
largest majority of its members 
and their dependents. The unity of 
purpose and splendid cooperation 
between the Board and the Man- 
ager have achieved a high stand- 
ard of benefits, with very liberal 
eligibility requirements, 

Due to. the highly successful 
operation of the Fund, as well as 
its excellent reserve position, the 
Board is giving much thought and 
consideration to further improve- 
ments of the plan, in addition to 
those benefits which recently went 
into effect. 

These include increased hospital 
room daily allowances, increased 
hospital expenses, drug and medi- 
cine allowances, maternity bene- 
fits, and means whereby members 
may protect their eligibility during 
unemployment by direct payment 
of premium. These benefits were 
added to the plan without the nec 
essity of increasing employe: con- 
tributions or increasing premium 
costs to the Fund. 

TRANSFER PLAN 

As a further benefit to its mem- 
bers, the Board of Trustees recent- 
ly entered into a Reciprocal Agree- 
ment with the painting industry in 
Southern California. This Recipro 
cal Transfer Agreement guaran 
tees continued eligibility and cov 
erage of welfare benefits for those 
members who transfer to or from 
the Bay Area and Southern Cali- 
fornia. Similar agreements are also 
being discussed with areas ad- 
jacent to the Bay Area.
